STEAM COAL AT 
BRYAN MINE IS 
EASILY LIFTED 


‘Remarkable Proposition In Foot- 
hills Now Being Developed 
—Steam Shovels Used 


The Bryan Coal Co., Ltd., operating 
at mile 63% on the Bickerdike-Lovett 
branch of the G.T.P. has a very re- 
markable mining proposition. The coal 
j}seam lies on both sides of the upper 
|waters of the Pembina river and 
falong the railway track It isa 
“stripping” proposition. The coal lies 
|}under an over burden of 14 to 16 feet 
of sandstone and nine feet of earth 
| Both sandstone and earth can be re- 


fare employed. The coal seam is 300 
|} feet wide, 19 feet thick at side 
land 38 feet at the other. It has been 
stripped for a length of 400 feet. Part 
of the seam can be loaded on cars 
| direct by steam shovels, but the great- 
er part is handled by pick, shovel and 
wheelbarrow. No mining, properly so- 
called, is done It is estimated that 
49,000 tons is now ready to be loaded

direct from the seam. Since Jan. 1st 
to May 30th the Bryan Co. have ship- 
j ped 400 cars of coa]. When there is 
sufficient demand the company an 
ship 15 to 20 cars a day, and will em 
ploy 50 to 60 mer 

The coal is semi-bituminous in 
character, and is especially adapted 
for use in heating and power plants. 
In conjunction with coal from other 
Alberta mines it was given a railway 
itest on the National railways in July 
last. The result of the test has not yet 
been made known It has 48 to 60 
per cent. fixed carbon and its heating 
value is 11.000 to 12,000 B.T.U's, It is
